Huskiason attempt- 
ed to do, but ho was slow and nwk- 
w-trd^ aa ho was getting in, some part 
of tile machinery of the other car struck 
the door of hiw, by which ho was 
knocked dowu. Wilton saved his life 
for a few hour.s by knowing how to tie 
up the artery; amputatiou was not 
j)03^bVe, and' he expired at ten o'clock 
that night. It, i . impo.'isible to hguro 
to oneself any oveul which could pro- 
duce a greater soubatiou, or be more 
striking w the imagination, than this, 
Happening at such a time and under 
•' auch circumstances; tiio eminence of 
'the man; the sudJeu conversion of a 
■cene of gaiety and splendour into one 
of horror and dismay; the countless 
multitudes present, aud tho ollect up- 
on them — crashed to death m sight 
of his wife, and at the feet (as it was) 
of his great political rival — all calcu- 
lated to produce a deep and awful 
ipxpressiou. 

It in probably iruo that there is no 
man iu rariiuuiuut, or perhaps out of 
il^ BO, well versed iu tiuance, commerce, 
trad* and colonial matters, and 
j,jQihat ho is, thoreforo, a very groat and 
irreparable loss.

The New Revenue Bill; 

Washinotok, Fob. 10, — The following 
ravenue bill was reported- by Dawes to 

tho Hou.ie to-day: 

Bo it onactod, etc., that after the date 
of tho passage of this act there shall be 
levied und collected on all distilled spir- 
its on which tho tax proscribed by law 
shall not Imre been payed, and whether 
said spirits shall thou bo in a distillery, 
bonded warehouse or not, a tax of §1 on 
each ])roof gallon, or wine gallon when 
below proof, to be paid by tho distiller, 
owner or person having possession there- 
of , before removal from tho distillery, 
bonded warehouse, and so much of sec- 
tion 3.251 ol the revised statutes of the 
United Statoa an ii ineonsistont horowith 
is hereby ropealcd; I'rovided, that in ad- 
dition to tho tax of 70 cents per gallon 
impojed by law now existing, thero shall 
be levied and collected a tax of 15 cents, 
boing one-half of tho increase of tax un- 
der this act, on each and every ])roof 
gallon, or wine gallon when below pioof, 
of doiiK'slic spirits manufnctured and 
jjl'vcod in bonded warohoinio prior to the 
day when thi.s act shall take elToct and 
held in bonded warehouse at that time, 
and on all such s[iirils then hold by dis- 
tillers, retailers or wholosalo dealers hav- 
ing in thoir ))os«os8ion or under their <!on 
trol distilled spirits or stamped packages;
